ARB THE INTERIOR WAT«8 OP 

AUSTRALIA NAVIGABLE 1 
A coftTtsiraaAaY journal in Pouth Aus- 
tralia has lately called the attention of 
iu readers la tome " commercial and geo- 
graphical views" touching river communi- 
t all 011, mot* etpecially as respecli the 
rliier Murray and Its tributaries. 

The question it, undoubtedly, one of 
ore it interest tu the inl.abilanls of part of 
New Boulh Wa'eit, as well st to those of 
South Australia [ and it is our intention 
to offer a Vw remarks npon it, cunfinirrg 
owr attenlioo io the pr. sent notice Is Ihe 
general information retptcting the interior 
of Ihe continent, derived from tha dis- 
coveries of tfn'«f, Ever, Mikhih, 
and some other riptunliona collaterally 
connected. 

Of Isle, much has been made known 
cunecrrting Ihe physical features of the 
Australian territory detriviug inorc than 
the hasty consideration which it has, 
in man} instance-, received. For from 
(he careful tlndy of Ihe details 
already disclosed, tbeie is reason to be- 
lieve, that there may be derived uu incon- 
siderable acquaintance with the probable 
character of the vatt regions which have 
not been trodden by the foot of the «- 
plorer. 

The first point to be alluded to, in an 
enquiry of the kind, it Ihe general dirtc- 
(tous assumed by Ihe coast lines of Aus- 
tralia. 

A general parallelism it, at the bill 
glance, observable in any well wade map ; 
the coast lines being parallel iu such a 
way at ju give a geometrical outline to 
the ooiiiinent. The greatest width of 
New Holland being on the parallel of ia- 
touth, the tread on (lie north-west coast it 
parallrl with that on the south-east coast; 
anil that uti tbe north-east coast with that 
11 the south-west coast , the course uf 
the to th coast agreeing also in general 
parallelism with that on Ihe shores of the 
Gulf uf Carpentaria and tbe adjoining ler- 
riluriet. And an remarkable is thit agree- 
ment between the lines uf opposite coasts, 
that there It a pnijeciiuu of a remarkable 
kind tint li al f> tidy ('ape on the eut and 
.111 Nurth-nes 1 Vtfr ou the west coast ; 
tilt- deep indentation along the low sandy 
trwrej between Cape Yillaret and Cape 
Larry, or rather between 18' and it' 
tooth, to the uorth-wetl, corresponding 
with the expansion of tbe caul at Cap* 
Huwe, to south-east. Th* triangular 
mountainous tract of country along the 
shttresuf 8*. Vincent's awl Kpeneer's Gulfa, 
and stretching in a northerly direction to 
Muo.11 Hupelen, curretpondt olsu with ton 
peninsula of Cape York, having been, 
like il, at perhaps no vety distant period, 
■nrruundrd- by tbe waters uf the ocean 
ituiv shut uui, And it is remarkable, that 
(he trend uf the cuasl fr.m Kangaroo 
Island toward Fouler Bay corresponds 
with that uf the coast uf the Gulf of 
Carpentaria from flinders Kiver lo Lira - 
men Hlghl ; the great Australian Bi_:hi 
indenting; the south coast being iu currrs- 
iwndence W illi the expansion of Ambi-m, * 
Land and the Coburg Pen insula. 

Much a general arrangement of the op 
[■utile co tu of a great country cannot 
have been accidental, esin-ujilly ns a 
|urallelian) of a cuiiceutric character 
is to be remarked in the general trend of 
the New Caledonia and New Zealand 
groups, which appear like a frame tu the 
li. nr, tin ml region. 

The s .me phenomena are traceable in 
the disposition uf the mountain ranges 
aud river channels in ihe explored jnuts 
of New Holland t he Cordillera, which 
eateniLi frum Tasmania o the York Pe- 
ninsula, follnwa wilh sufficient regularity 
Co be eiiiplojed in tllustraliun, the I tend 
of tbe eaateiu coasts, al a nearly 11 iCunn 
distance from the tea, being broken up 
about the parallel uf US', where tire cuaslt

Bed al) thai has been ditckysed tend* 
simply to thit nricliuion, that there 
about waa formerly a connection or the 
interior with the shallow sboaty water* of 
the ocean ouliide, -— in abort, thai 
Ibe Australian Bight ex- 
hibits the existence of a raised 
tea bottom, the lowest bed* of which 
must have had an elevatiun of al least 
1000 feet, so the north-west coast exhibit* 
either an eletty'on of smaller amount, or 
the temaini of that detritui which accu- 
mulated in a channel or inltt that once 
had iti other extremity in the Australian 
Bight. 

Dr. L«Uiiiititnr will, it it hoped, be 
enabled to elucidate tome feat met of tins 
problem before his return. Arguing, 
however, from what we actually 
know, we are reduced to this concluion. 
The inner slopes of the Cordillera, and all 
the range* round the interior of the tort- 
linrnt, being in great pari within the 
tropic, must, from the nature of things, re- 
ceive tnotmoui tupplies of rain during 
ibe wtt season!. What becumet uf ibia 
water 1 It luutt flow somewhere, or be ab- 
sorbed, or evaporated 1 Now, w* 
have tome account in the Journal 
of Captain ■tui.i, and in the Report* 
of Sir T. L Mitchell and Mr. Kbthikdv, 
of what become* of this water between the 
meridians of 1 ID* and H5 - east, and be - 
Iween the parallels of il' and3'J' touch, 
and beyond tins region we know nothing. 
Yet by (ht aid of what we do know, we 
may venture upuuaome conjectures, which, 
if t here bt faith tu bt placed in analogies, 
will one day be on tinned as facta. 

The laws which have impressed their 
characters upon the cuittt and the moun- 
tain range* will not fail ui here. That 
the whole of the coast* „f Australia ex 
hibit rnoofj of elevation above then for- 
mer level, b satisfactorily shown in the 
radon* pro malt of (he navigators and ea 
ploreti who have within tbe last few yean 
done to much to extend the knowledge of 
tb* geography of Australia ; and their 
confcctorei hare bec-o luppjrted by geo^o- 
Sical researches of other observers inland. 
INine can be no question, thalt'iis it a 
well established fact. Now, ace riing in 
mathematical principle*, Ihe tSe.t of ihi. 
elevation (at may be proved by the laws 
of dynamics) upon the ati uct ure and the 
planet of ttrike and joints of the 
rocks composing 'he fram. work 
of the interior, will be evidenced 
111 the dirtctiuu of the ravines, gul- 
leyt, and drainage channels, both in 
the inner slopes and in the outer etcarp- 
itieuti ; and thus the courses of any river 
Ituwing from the interior tide of the Cor 
dtllera and other dividing range*, forming 
th* frame-work of the continent, can be 
mapped down without much error before- 
hand. Il wa» upon thit principle tha 1 Rt 
one perton within uur knowledge 
declared that Sir T. Mrrcinti.L'a Victoria 
could not reach the Gulf of CarpenUiia; 
and nu which il it believed, that there 
moil bt yet another river similar lo the 
Victoria, rising further to the north, and 
railing towards the touth, further to the 
westward than the Victoria, like il lo be 
loll in the depressed interior, 

The cJuaneli of the rivert in the 
colony of New *'ouib Walet lung ai>u 
surveyed, exhibit the paiallelitm 
mentioned above in a remarkable decree 
They are all due to the very tame physi-
